The present paper is in response to the Communication mailed May 23, 2003. The 
Communication asserted thai Applicant*' communications filed on January 22, 2003 and January 
23, 2003 are non-responsive to the prior Office Action mailed December 17, 2002 for failure to 
include a Sequence Listing lor the sequence* disclosed in, for example, the Figures. As a preliminary 
mailer, Applicants filed a single response on January 17, 2003 to the Restriction Requirement mailed 
December 18, 2002. No Sequence Listing was included in Ihe response filed January 17, 2003. 
Rather, a Sequence Listing was filed along with the Preliminary Amendment on May 16, 2003. In 
particular, the specification was amended to recite "SEQ ID NO:3" and "SEQ ID NO:4" for the 16S 
rRNA and 23S rRNA sequences, respectively. These two sequences are depicted in the Figures and 
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are broken down into regions in order to comply with the drawings requirements (i.e., the sequences 
were too long to depict on a single page and, thus, were broken down into several Figures). Thus, 
Applicant submit thai Preliminary Amendment and Sequence Listing filed May 16, 2003 renders 
the Communication from the PTO mailed May 23, 2003 moot.
